and that he is a member of the Communist Party and active in the 
underground apparatus. It is further noted that COE was connected 
with Farm Research, Inc., and that he contacted L?JM FARHIs/jor a 
conference on August 21, 1944 relative to finances. In the fire 
entitled "COMUUMIST INFILTRATION IN THE NATIONAL PARKERS EDUCATIONAL • 
AMD COOPERATIVE UNION OF ATERICA", it is noted/that on June 21, 1944 a/ 
confidential source stated ttfat ESTHER ENGLE- ; spoke to ISIDORE BEOUN'>^ 
wand said that SIDNEY STEI^cwas planning a farm conference on the ' 
v following Sunday. BB31IN indicated that he could not make it and 
suggested that she get in touch with BOB COE at Farm Research as 
he would be very much interested. It is noted that the above individuals 
are Communist Party functionaries in Newark and New York. 

It is suggested that file 100-66938 entitled "CHARLES \v J&&C^ 
JOSEPH. COE, was", be reviewed, inasmuch as it is believed that this I 

individual is identical with BOB COS. The last known address of COE, 
as reflected In this file is 1325 East 27th Street, Brooklyn, New York, 
in November, 1944. It is also suggested that Farm Research, Inc. file 
100-23681 be reviewed and thereafter COE should be interviewed relative 
to his knowledge of tills case.
